LETTER FROM DAVE GRABAR 
"John: I've been playing postal diplomacy since 1969- This is the only game I 
have ever found a reason to resign for. I disagree totally with your rule for a 
vote for separate season. 

I have the right to see what is built and negotiate before moves. I had to 
know if I was stabbed. You took away a very vital right. You are wrong in this 
particular instant." 

((With all due respect, no, I am not wrong. YOU are wrong to wait until the fourth 
or fifth year of a game to decide that you cannot live with the houserules. This 
was not any whim or arbitrary GK fiat; every game, all the time, works under the 
set of rules you got at start. If you believed that majority vote did not allow 
you the room you felt you needed, you should not have signed up. Were you a new- 
comer to the hobby, I would have more sympathy with your position (although I would 
not abandon something as fundamental as the pace of my games in any case); but as 
you have close to a decade of postal experience under your belt, there is really 
no excuse to come along and say that you just can't bring yourself to make a 
decision or write some conditional orders for yourself. Others do, why not you? 

A player has all the "rights" to negotiate, ponder, dawdle, goof up, miss, and 
resign here just as anywhere else; you just have to do it faster. I did not 
take AWAY your right to drag things out: rather, you volunteered to give UP ^hat 
right by signing up for a game whose prime selling point was-and-is its fast pace. 
I respect your right to throw in the towel, and appreciate your notice, at least. 
I do not. however, believe you have a leg to stand on in saying you are being 
wronged.))

I feel that I must write to comment on som e of the things that were y 
printed in BB #12, This is going to be a long letter so you may edit it or print ^ 
it all or whatever you wish* ^ ^ 



This paragraph I insist you print. I am very disappointed that you ^ 
printed Rod Walker's letter dealing with his suspicions of Bernie Oaklyn q 
without some concrete investigation. When I got my copy of Rod's letter, which ' ^ 
was around March 20, it was addressed on the letterhead to "Conrad von Hetzke, y ^ 
Walt Buchanan, Cal White, Doug Beyerlein, Bob Hartwig, Craig Reges, Chuck S to 

Doehrer, Baybe others" and I immediately looked into it before publishing itv^^.^ ~ 
I apparently received it because of the fact that I plugged La Guerre in ATO ^ 
and in the same issue said that Buddy Tretick was coming to Fred Davis 1 FTF Oj 
Dip game for K's (Kensans) and that Rod Walker, Hearing of this, is not showing 
up even though he RSVF'ed. This was intended to be a slight dig at Eon and was ^ 
intended as a joieonly. Fred Davis, however, wrote almost Immediately and wanted 
to know how I had known Tretick was coming since I put out my zine on Feb, 25 
and the FTF was not till the 26th. Then, about a month later, Rod's letter 
arrived. The Baltimofce area meeting he is speaking about is the one that was 
held at Davis* house. Anyway, that is how I got into this. 

I am not going to say that Tretick was a lout or someone who just got 
bad publicity and was really not that bad (as Bernie believes.) I talked to 
Bernie for 20 minutes on May 6, and asked him what he thought of Rod's letter 
whiirh I had sent him a copy of. He told me that he was so tired of hearing about 
the whole business and also had just gotten out of the hospital, so he had not 
had any time to answer but over the phone he went into a lot of detail that I 
will not go into here.

Some people don't like C&f, but nobody 
that I've ever heard of has ever knocked it for sloppy GMing, of which I 
have seen zero, none, zip, nix* Eernie has proved himself a thoroughly 
reliable GK in C&F. Bernie is also in 1978AH in ATO with me C&ing, and he is 
never late, and the orders are as clear as possibly can be. Also, he has 
submitted two pages of typed contingincy orders, that are in both the shorthand 
form (e.g. F Ank-Con) and also in the longhand form (e.g. Fleet Ankara-Cons tinanople 

(Lee Kendter eat you heart out!! cr) , This is not the mark of someone who 
takes his Diplomacy lightly !! I can only conclude from this that the chances 
of any of BB' s readers getting, stuck, as you put it, is small. And that ends 
this diatribe. (Bemie is, by the way, now at 13412 Brackley Terrace, Silver 
Springs, Kd., 20904.) 

Please be sure to print at least the above, John. Please be sure that 
however dissatisfied I am with your printing Eodsletter, I am more than disappointed 
in Cal White and am sending him a copy of this. On to other matters: the letter 
about the WWII Books from Ronald Kazurkiewicz was interesting. I am a real 
191 4-1945 history buff, and even started to get a degree as a douILle major in 
this very subject. I got about half way before time pressure on my main degree 
overwhelmed it and forced me to quit. I can't say that I agree with a lot of 
what is reported and I am made skeptical of the whole thing when you start 
talking about Rommel being a "complete fool," If so, instead of the Desert 
Fox, wouldn''t the Allies have called him the Desert Klutz?? And Germany lost 
WWII not because of traitors as because a nation of 60 millions, with limited 
industrial output cannot fight and defeat a national alliance of 500 million 
with the almost unlimited resources of the United States behind it, Germany 
just outdid itself on beating opponents, but only so long can you defeat numbers^ 
even with superior equipment.

Next, let's get to the real substantive way in which you run the 
games in your zine. I do not vote to outlaw black press in 1977KS. I do not 
care what others may say, black press must have some value. Remember, even if 
you don't believe it, it seems that Austria claims he was fooled by the black 
press and is just about out for the count, Sn large part because of black 
press. I Think that outside contributions, though, should be labeled as such, 
as I don 1 t want to see anybody in a game of mine beaten by somebody not even in 
the game! I. want to do it myself. In addition, I agree with john that the 
press in KS has been in general so good that I have never really enjoyed a game 
so much. (Of course, the fact that I'm beating up on everyone doesn't hurt 
the enjoyment factor either.) 

Lee Kendter: Well, now he is finding it difficult to keep up with 
the games deadlines. I can only suggest that you write immediately when you 
get the moves. Remember, that if you are handicapped by the speed of the game, 
so is everybody else* I Have my moves sent in the very day I receive the issue 
with the press in it, so I can answer it, and sometimes I send in two sets of 
orders(as this time.) As to phones, I have never phoned anybody in this game 
and I seem to be doing alright. I find that if you send a letter immediately, 
dnd your ally sends one back right away, you £>TIIX have time to get orders in 
on time. Spend an extra 9£ to send in that initial postcard and your life 
will be much simpler. Right now, the only thing I can think of is that I've 
got to wait another 14 days till the fall moves come otat, dammit, and I want to 
see how ths game^S coming along. Often, this isn't going as fast as I like! 
And I can't see where conditionals are all that hard to deal with either most 
times. Try and follow the advise given at the end of 1977 K.S in BB#12. I will 
have to agree that a major error in B3 would be perhaps devastating to the game 
but I hope that if this occurs, John will postpone the season. And nobody is 
immune to mistakes, not even me. Ahem. I can sympathixe with the fact ta&t 
BB is run a lot different than most Dijoznies, and that it does take some 
getting used to. I guess I am just adaptable. I, too, am sorry if Lee doesn't 
enjoy the game as much as he might, and I hope you learn to like it because 
it doesn't seem too likely to change. The one complaint, that of all the press 
that submitr^as being placed into the issue in one solid block, so you 
did no{T have black press anyway, since you looked at what was sandwiched around 
it, has been solved and I'm satisfied. Bitch a littlel It never hurts. 

And: If you're insulted bji swastikas on the cover of issues, Mark Berch, 
keep in mind that the swastika was around before tha Nazis, and that I have a 
book of poetry, for instance, with a swastika on the cover. The book was printed 
in 1910! 

1 must also comment on the comments of Bill Newell on his having 
difficulty getting pubbers to respond to his requests. This is a problem that 
is hopefully already in the process of being solved.

I will try to present as many sides as become available. 

Ron Mazurkiewicz and I are also history fanatics for that era, despite our 

directions and intensities having gone down different paths over the last few 
years or so (like 5-10- •)• Still, I have to lean more his way than yours on this, 
despite the surface logic you present. El Alamein at the least would seem to have 
burned out more than the DAK; the withdrawl to Tunisia was, just off a map alone, 
more than a retreat, it was a resignation from war in North Africa, brought about, 
I believe, as much by a moral collapse as the military one. The latter was real enough, 
of course; but the DAK had come back strong from THEM often enough in the past. 
Rommel was never the same again, despite a minor comeback in France waiting for 
D-Day.But next, a more important issue. The 'traitors' business sounds ominously 
like the st ab- in- t he-back BS bandied about after WWI as an excuse to sav.e face for 
the beaten military, doesn't it? That's what made me a little leary at first myself. 
However, the Big Battallions argument, while easily convincing by its sheer simplicity, 
has been shot to bits all too often for me to be able to fall back on it. Without 
the Enigma break, how would the U-boat war have been affected? Without that spy in 
the German embassy in Tokyo, would the Soviet Far Eastern armies have been released? 
Indeed, were it not for Nazi arrogance and brazen brutality towards everyone living 
south and east of Herrenvolk 1 Silesia, I fully believe the USSR would have fallen 
apart as Hitler expected. Not as fast (he guessed six weeks), but as surely. (Read 
the pro-Russian Alexander Werth's accounts of Moscow life in Nov, 41- Wasn't it he 
who has the chapter called '"The Germans are in Kaluga Street'"?). Werth or Alan Clark, 
as I recall, are the ones who quoted some Soviet official at the time (late 41) as 
saying that ''even if Gorky and Baku are lost, we will fight on. Only if the Urals 
are lost will the Soviet Union begin to break apart". I agree. On the other hand, 
, if Soviet citizens resisted Stalin the way they did the Nazis, helping ttreir 
"liberators" half as strongly as they fought them in fact, a crossirg of the mid-Volga 
is not at all that unlikely. Even if the Nazi's lied and had no intention of staying 

'liberator' one minute after Hitler's "Ural frontier" became established! The 
Soviets would likely have been beaten by then anyhow, just as were the French after 
the Dunkirk calamity , still before the $dne. As it was, the people had no choice, 
since the Commissar at least claimed ■ superiority due to his GUN rather than his 
blond hair. If the USSR collapsed, our one salvation would have been -+he A bomb. 
And if, come 1950 or so, we did win out in the end with that, the grisly cost in 
Europeans would likely have left US as hated by the liberated survivors as were 
the occupation forces destroyed. And, maybe they'd be right. ^ y
